Germans Lose Battle Cruiser, Three 
Cruisers and Seven Torpedo Boats

German Fleet Has Withdrawn Defeated From Gulf of 
Riga, According. to Announcement of President of 
Duma—Three Barges Crammed With German Troops | 
Endeavoring to Effect Landing Are Annihilated and | 
Barges Captured. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—A despatch to the Central News from Pet- 
rograd says 

“The f president of the Duma has announced that the Germans 
lost the battle cruiser Moltke, three cruisers and seven torpedo boats 
in the Riga battle.’’ 


The announcement of the president of the duma, as sent by the 
correspondent follows: ‘‘In the Riga battle the Germans lost one bat- 
tle cruiser, the Moltke, three cruisers and seven boats. The German 
fleet has withdrawn from Riga bay. 

“The Germans tried to make a descent near Pernpvin (Pernigel 
on the cast shore of the Gulf of Riga, some 35 miles north.) Four | 
barges crammed with soldiers took part in the descent. They were 
repulsed by the Russian troops without the co-operation of artillery, 
the Germans bei ‘ing exterminated and the barges captured.” 


The German battle cruiser Moltke was a vessel of 23,000 tons and carrie ‘a 
in ordinary times a compliment of 1,107 men. She was a sister ship of the 
famous Goeben, which became a part of tue Turkish navy after the com- 
mencement of the war and was re-christened Sultan Selim, 

The Moltke was 950 feet long and was armed with ten eleven-inch guns 
and twelve 24-pounders, In addition her arament included for 20-inch tor- 
pedo tubes. She was built in 1911 and had a speed of about 28 knots, 

The Moltke was in the battle with the British fleet in the North Sea 
last January, when the German armored cruiser Blucher was sunk. The 


cost of the Moltke was about $12,000,000,
